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SECTION 2. The lands aforesaid when so ceded, Ex"'Pti°n• 
shall forever be exempt from all taxes and assessments, 
so long as the same shall, remain the propprty of the 
Unit,ed States. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 50.

AN' :ACT to amend chapter 637 of the general laws of 1866, enti-
tled "an act to dispose of the swamp and overflowed lands, and 
the proceeds therefrom." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SzonoN I. Chapter 537 of the general laws of 1865, Amended. 
entitled "an act to dispose of the swamp and over-
flowed lands, and the proceeds therefrom," is hereby 
amended, by inserting after the word "acre," in the 
last line of section 19, the words "excepting in the 
counties of Juneau and Wood, in which counties the 
commissioners are authorized to continue the reduction 
until the price reaches fifty cents per acre." 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
